1 . In a WEB browsing system, a method for minimizing data to be transmitted 
to a client device from a Web server, comprising steps of: 

(a) creating a listing of parameters derived from one or more of 
hardware and software characteristics of the client device, characteristics of a 
WEB page, and preferences of a customer using the client device; 

(b) storing the parameters as a template at the Web server; 

(c) accessing a WEB page requested by the customer; 

(d) translating the WEB data according to the template; and 

(e) transmitting the translated data to the client device.
